plague-spots,out 
of the city, we should 


breed epidemics 
that would depopu- 


late 
our 
streets 
and fill our grave- 


yards. 
We are proud of our climate, 


and boast of the healthy character 
of 


our city, but whatever of truth there 
Is in the boast 
is the work of nature 


and the result 
of the natural advan- 


tages possessed 
by the town. 
We are 


doing next to nothing ourselves in the 
way of cleansing 
our city. 
The sew- 


erage of 
Angeles is defective?so 


defective that itrather prevents 
than 


aids in carrying off the sewage; 
and 


so long as the law is not enforced, 
so 


long will this 
be the worst-drained 


aud filthiest town in the State. There is 
probably no other city in the world 
with a government which half-a-dozen 
of her citizens as often defy and tram- 
ple upon as they find its laws and or- 
dinances conflicting with or preveut- 


ing their schemes 
for private gain. It 


is the duty of the Council to force the 
payment of every dollar ol the assess- 
ment levied forthe construction 
of the 


Main stieet sewer, as well as of every 
other 
assessment 
legally 
levied 
If 


resolutions 
are 
not worth notice, 
ami 


their conditions 
cannot 
he enforced, 


their passage 
is useless 
and 
the time 


consumed 
in their preparation wasted. 


We 
hope 
the 
Council 
will enforce 


every legal assessment 
for the city's 


improvement,without 
regard to friend 


or foe. 
If it does not do 
so, it is un- 


worthy the name of Council, and its 
members should resign at once.
